Hv  the  Act  of  iHy,^  ;.  new  Coinmissioiu-r  was  added  to 
represent  "  Un  Chanihre  de  Connnerce  du  District  de  Mont 
real"  tliiis  maktn>;  ten  Conunissioners,  In  ifs*y4  An  Act  to 
Amend  and  Consolidate  the  Acts  Kelatin>^  to  the  Harliour 
ConiniissitiMers  of  Montri-al  was  passed  which  increased  the 
nunil)er  of  Conitnissioners  to  eleven,  six  of  whom  to  )»e 
ap|K)inted  by  the  (iovernor  in  Council  and  hold  office  during 
pleasure,  the  Mayor  of  Montreal  to  Ik*  a  Conitiiissioner  i:i- 
offiiio  during  his  tt-rf-i  of  oHke  as  Mayor,  the  other  four  Cotn- 
niissiotiers  to  he  elected  one  hy  t-acli  of  the  following  Iwwlies  ; 
Montreal  Hoanl  of  Trade.  Montreal  Corn  I%xcli:inKe  Associa- 
tion, I. a  Chanihre  de  Commerce  dn  District  de  Montreal  and 
the  Shijtpin^  Interest,  and  eadi  Cnnunissioner  so  apiM)tnted  to 
hold  office  for  a  term  of  four  years  from  ist  August  :  the  four 
Commissioners  who  at  the  date  of  the  passing  of  the  Act 
rejiresented  the  said  four  ImkUcs  respectively  to  jfo  out  of 
office  on  tlie  first  day  of  August  in  the  years  ifSij4.  iSys.  i^y'^* 
and  1H97.  and  to  he  cliKthL  tor  reelection.  Tlie  Hoard  of 
Harbour  Commissioners  remains  thus  constituted  to  the 
present  time  '  lyiMt  1. 

The  entire  Harbour  and  the  basin  up  to  ordinary  hi^h 
water  mark  are  public  property  and  are  under  the  control  of 
the  Dominion  Ciuvernmeut.  As  in  most  of  the  large  harlM)urs 
in  Canada,  the  innuediate  nianaj^ement  of  the  Montreal 
Harbour  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  n  local  ctMumission  called, 
in  this  case,  the  Harbour  Connnissioners  of  Montreal. 

The  Connnissioners  have  the  nianajiement  of  the  affairs  of 
llie  Port  >;enerally,  including  the  nuiking  and  enforcing  of 
by-laws,  the  fixing  of  Harbour  dues,  the  aptxirtionment  of 
wharf  space,  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  whar\*es 
and  other  works,  tlie  collection  of  dues  and  disbursement  of 
*.'xiienses.  the  aiiixiintment  of  Officers,  clc.     The  by-laws  and
